On thc eve of celebrating thc 19th 


anniversary of his ordination to tho 
Catholic priesthood, the Rev. George 


i F. X. Strassner. pastor of thc Church 


of Our Lady of Good Hope, of Hope, 
resigned his charge last June first. .

I jumped out of bed for the first time 
in three months. 1 was 92 then and 
grass has been growing on them doc- 
tors' graves for 10 yenrs."
